Abortion Controversy 


“Choice” Threatened 


By New 


Eight years ago, when the United States Supreme 
Court ruled in a 7-2 decision that women have the basic 
right to have access to a safe. legal abortion. with 
medical consultation, during at least the first six 
months of pregnancy, the majority of American men 
and women felt their battie for choice had been 
victorious 

In the past few years, this victory has been signifi- 
cantly weakened by an ever-persistent, very vocal 
minority which nas been using whatever tactics it can 
to work for the eradication of a woman's right to 
choose 

This weakening is substantiated with the cutting of 
federal funding of abortions for poor women, and with 
similar discriminatory economic attacks from state-to- 
state across the country. The weakening does not 
however, end with budget cuts 

In the past six months, at hearings across the coun 
try, a smail minority of scientists have testified that 
“actual human life" begins the very moment the sperm 
penetrates the ovum. This testimony is in direct con- 
tradiction with the overwhelming majority of scientists 
who agree with the American College of Obstetricians 
and Gynecologists’ technical definition of this event as 
“fertilization,” rot “conception,” which occurs when 
the fertilized ovum is impianted in the uterine wall. At 
the hearings, the terms fertilization” an4 “conception” 
have been incorrectly used interchangably 

The majority of scientists also agree that it is 
unknown how long it takes for the fertijized ovum to 
travel through the Failopiar iubes to the uterus 
implant in the uterine wali and begin to take nourish- 
ment from the lining. The majority of scientists agree 
that these basic biological facts are unknown 

addition, they also agree that if this biological 
development can ever be understood, science is many 
years away from such an understanding. Adding to this 
list of unknowns, it is also not known if “conception” 
marks the beginning of “actual human life.” 

Why, then, do reproductive rights and the very basic 
right of choice continue to be challenged? 

Perhaps a more important question is why is it that, 
in @ society that prides itself on having a political 
democracy, a very small, very vocal minority can 
greatly weaken and possibly eliminate a basic human 
right that a very large majority of American men and 
women support? The answer to this question is not 
nearly as important as the rapid mobilization of action 
that is necessary fo eliminate the need to ask it 

itis important for that large, dormant majority to let 
itself be heard and to declare its support of the fight of 
an individual to make free and informed decisions on 
childbirth, contraception, sterilization and abortion.

Status Quo Rots oe 


A conspiracy is something peopie love to hate. Far- 
fetched or factual, a conspiracy suggests the facts of 
experience: the status quo rots, attacked by bacteria 
from the left and right. This is really no secret, just an 
observation too often ignored 

The real conspiracy is the status quo itself, wherever 
it happens to settle, on the left or right. it shifts both 
extremes to dead center 

Take, for example. the Soviet politburo: stodgy, 
conservative, tyrannical and remotely Marxist; or take 
the Nixon administration and its clone, the Reagan 
administration, with its waterbuggers, files, mysterious 
Senate subcommittees and undeniable comfort. They 
learn from each other 

If there's anything in common between the polit- 
buro and the presidency, it's their continuity —a ream 
of memos that filis (»e vacuum of the status quo with 
experience Usually overrated, experience tends to 
look backward on things either dead or dying. The 
decaying center invites collapse 

The status quo is thus the model of subversion 
Comfort and stability rot together because they barely 
extend beyond the center 

Mark Dowie, publisher of Mother Jones magazine, 
told a Sacramento audience iast April that the real 
subversion comes from above, from the socially irres- 
ponsibie club of corporation heads and their Washing- 
ton puppets 

Dowie spoke of the $1.2 billion in toxic and carcino- 
genic products solid to the Third Worid by American 
corporations 

“| would tend to think that the practice itself is sub- 
verting Ame~'can foreign trade,” Dowie said 

Dowie mentioned other subversions: American min- 
i. g Companies “openiy subverting the sea conferen- 
ces,” by using U.S. technology to mine seabeds pro- 
tected by international treaties and the rapid increase 
of Caesarean births “for no medical reasons what- 
soever.” 

Such subversion is clinical, almost surgical, but skill 
can only add to it 

The real destructive power of the status quo is the 
fact that it excludes. it shuts off the energies from 
below. it séais itself in itseli and becomes rigid and 
bioodiess. Life ends there and begins outside And 
while the parasites nibble from within, the predators 
attack from without. 

I've heard it said, much to my surprise, that Arnerica’s 
leftist underground was delighted with Reagan's elec- 
tion. “it means the hastening of the revolution,” | was 
told. Apparently the dynamics of social change and the 
tessons of history haven't been entirely lost — just

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California’s Economy Endangered 


California is current!v invoived in a full-scale war 


against the Mediterranean fruit fly. While the enemy 


doesn't appear very dangerous, what it can do to Cali- 
fornia’s economy is frightening 

The Medfly situation in the Santa Clara Valley began 
nearly two years ago when several fertile flies were 
trapped. When those flies were caught. the infestation 
was probably in the area for months. 

From the start, attempts by the State Agricultural 
Department to eradicate the pest were flawed. When 
the fertile fiies were found, aerial spraying shouid have 
been started right away, but the spraying of pesticides 
over a major City was considered unthinkable 

Afier a year of intense opposition to aerial spraying 
and vain attempts at removing the pest by fruit strip- 
ping and ground spraying, the Santa Clara area was 
finally sprayed with malathion 

When it was revealed last week that 95 per cent of 
the 80.000 sterilized Peruvian Medflies released last 
spring were actually fertile, the situation was already 
out of control 

According to the California Department of Agricul- 
ture, the Medfly war has cost the taxpayers nearly 100 
miition dollars since the project began. So far the fly 
has defied the most intensive eradication program ever 
attempted 

While the legislators here were calling for the 
impeachment of Governor Jerry Brown, the pesky 
Medfly kept spreading into other parts of the state 

The fact that the fly has been found in areas 
hundreds of miles from the original quarantine area 
proves that the biggest probiem to eradication of the fly 
is public apathy 

Officials of the project are sure that the recent 
spread of the fly was caused by people carrying fruit

out of the quarantined areajAfter the state set up 
roadbiocks, agriculture insp@tors confiscated huri- 
dreds of pounds of fruit from th Santa Clara area 

The people living in the oninal quarantine area 
have been reading about the Maly problem for overa 
year, yet they still don't underst@ad how bad the situé- 
tion has become. The Medfly ingstation threatensto 
destroy our number one industry agriculture. 

Japan has already said it will caycel over 600 millidin 
doliars in produce orders unless he produce is fumti- 
gated before shipping If all produg ieaving California 
has to be fumigated, the cost to trmers and consd- 
mers will reach millions of dollars. | . 

The confusion surrounding theMedtly program he 
already affected California's produte sales. Califar- 
nia's produce was always considered as some of the 
best in the world, but o1it-of-state produce buyges 
won't touch produce coming from Caifornia 

When Brown claimed last week that the press had 
overblown the Medfly situation, and that the fly war 
was being won, he couldn't have been more wrang 
The time has come for the State to tell the public every- 
thing about the Medfiy program. if we were better 
informed, the current confusion about the Medfly pro- 
gram could be eliminated and public cooperation with 
the prograrn would be increased 

Medfiy Project director Jerry Scribner said the 
Medfly war will continue on unti! next Spring. Experts 
predict that some of the flys will survive the winter 
There is no way of predicting when the war will end 
Let's hope the war is won by us and not the fly. This 
state cannot afford to lose it's biggest industry

Mattos is quick to note that his 
freshmen prospects are men you 
wouldn't want to meet in a dark 
alley. Four freshman linemen 
weigh over 230 Ibs. each, and one 
halfback William Farley, John’s lit- 
tle brother and the last of 12 chiid- 
ren, weighs in at a paltry 190.

as a front to the military 

Parts of the documentary are in 
Spanish and are translated to Eng- 
lish. There is some animation to 
educate the viewer to the opposi- 
tion attitude. The film also shows 
how the peasants and workers 
atiempt to carry on with the of 
death looming over the landscape 

Perhaps the most eloquent 
speaker for the peopie is Chago, a 
Salvadoran youth who has just 
lost his father to the struggle. As 
his father’s builet-ridden and muti- 
lated body ig laid to rest, Chago 
says, “My life isn’ worth shit. He 
protected me.” Chago goes on to 
join the Guerrillas, and receives 
his red bandana and beret, which 
identifies him as a member 


Ei Saivador The People Will 
Win” also indicates the role of the 
Catholic church in the conflict 
Until recently, the church has been 
supportive of the status quo, but a 
shift to support the rebellion result 
ed in the death of many priests and 
the four women missionaries 

in providing shelter to the Sal 
vadorans—many of which have 
no place to go—the church has 
come under fire from the military 
What was a safe enclave against 
the repression is now a target 

Diego de la Texera has accom 


panied the doc: mentary to the 
U.S. A Puerto Rican-born film 
maker, Texera holds Master's and 


Doctorate degrees in cinema from 
the University of New York Texera 
graduated in 1971, and helped to 
form the company which pro 
duced the film 

Some re-enactment of occur- 
ences is done to dramatize the 
situation, but live footage is also 
used despite inherent risks to the 
crew 

Texera, who also shot some of 
the footage used, said “When the 
people pick up their weapons. the 
government speaks of agrarian- 
reform—-giving land back to the 
peasants Once the shooting 
stops, so do these kinds of discus 


sions. The peorie no longer- 
believe the words of the govern- 
ment 

Guervilla activities have tradi- 
tional’y tormed in rural areas, accor- 
dirg to Texeva. "There are about 
150 refugees from the urban areas 
each day who join the rural fac- 
tions.” A majority of these refu- 
gees are from what was the middie 
class, said Texera 

The middie doesn't really exist 
any more,” Texera added. These 
refugees receive training from the 
guerrillas and often return to the 
cities to Carry on the struggie 

According to Texera, 80 per- 
cent of the population supports 
the rebellion. Students, laborers 
professionals and peasants have 
joined forces to battle the Govern- 
ment, and are now waging a cam- 
paign of sabotage which has fur- 
ther crippled the economy and the 
communications network in that 
country 


The United States, in addition 
to military and economic aid, has 
sent 54 military advisors to El Sal- 
vador Texera maintains that Amer 
icam Marines of Hispanic descent 
have been seen by the guerrillas 
on the front lines Although none 
have been captured, according to 
Texera, Vietnamese and Korean 
mercenaries have also been in 
voived, fighting for the Saivadoran 
military. it is difficult to know the 
truth about E! Saivador unless the 
Situation is viewed first hand 
While most of us won't be going 
south to see for ourselves, we can 
view ihis documentary when it is 
screened at the Showcase Octo- 
ber 1. There are two sides to every 
story. With “El Saivador: The Peo 
ple Will Win.” we have the oppor 
tunity to weigh both sides

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ASI Elections Vulnerable to Special Interest Groups 


(Editor's Note: Tivis is the first of a three-part news 
analysis on student government and politics at CSUS )

as to whether or not we believed that ROTC, 
should be on campus. Definitely an SED no-no, 
Robinson said 
The Students for Economic Democracy (SED), 
which has spoken out against ROTC, were Klein 
supporters al the time and were helping in the 
campaign. Robinson personally felt that ROTC 
shouid have a place on the campus, in the belief 
that denying it to students would infringe on aca- 
demic freedom. It was a dilemma 
Robirison was going to address the question, 
but was discouraged from doing so by Klein 
Bill said, ‘Don't ask the question. There's no 
need to rile anybody.’ So | sat down. | didn't ask 
the question and | was sorry ! didn't afterwards.” 
Politics is nothing if it isn’t pragmatic, as 
Robinson learned 
Opposition candidates told the Hornet that 
they saw problems with the ticket system. Last 
Spring, the Klein-Colbert-Robinson ‘experience & 
ticket’ won ail eight senate seats it sought and the

Twice a year the CSUS student government 
the Associated Students, inc., holds its elections 
one in the fall and one in the spring, and each time 
at least nine out of ten students stay away from 
the polis 

Looked at another way, of course, one out of 
ten students votes This is an advantage from the 
point of view of a well-o1 ganized group with suffi- 
cient human and financial resources to win an 
election. Given a ten percent turnout, such a 
group would need to capture only a hair over five 
percent of the total student vote, or 1,101 votes. to 
win 

The fall election, heid in December, promises 
the least return because no executive offices are 
up for grabs, and only nine senate seats are open 
Votes for these offices are fragmented over nine 
constituencies, senators being elected from their 


AS powerful as special interests were in the 
past, the last three elections have seen the emer- 
gence of a more generalized student politican 
and the use of methodical election Strategies An 
informed spookesman for this kind of « ampus 
politicking is ASI Senate Chair Larry Robinson 
who managed Joe Gibson's campaign in 1980 
and was student body president at California Pol res 
ytechnic State University, San Luis Obispo end 

According to Robinson there are definite pna- 
ses ina campaign. The phases might be termed 
mobilization and deployment 
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respective schools -— Arts and Sciences Engineer- 
ing, etc. Forming a ticket helps each candidate 
financially, and the vote turnout is usually ex 
tremely small and easy picking for inexperienced 
candidates 

The spring election is the BIG TIME Thepres 
ident, vice-president and senate chair positions 
are the strategic objectives of one or more tickets 
By legal definition, a ticket includes orily the pre: 
ident and vice-presidential candidates. The senate 
chair candidate may or may not be identified with 
the ticket 

A broader definition of the work “ticket” in- 
cludes as many as nine senators. in addition to 
the senate chair hopeful “Slate” would be the 
proper term, but ticket” is customary 

Because the president, vice-president and sen 
ate chair are elected at large. their school 
wide appeal swelis the size of the total vote While 
the fall election is an obscure affair of a few 
hundred votes, the spring election can raise up as 
many as 3,000 votes. The higher spring turnout 
poses a greater challenge, but then the stakes are 
higher: three executive positions and nine sen- 
ate seats are at stake 

Though not legally an executive position the 
senate chair exercises de facto executive power 
over the internal affairs of the senate through the 
senate standing rules 

Past and present ASI leaders have long recog- 
mized that the traditionally small voter turnout is 
vulnerable to seizure by a small, special interest 
group. A sampling of opinion

matching program was discontin- 
ued and a request for the entire 
$40,000 was passed on to the ad- 
ministration. The administration ini- 
tially rejected the $40,000 request 
but inadvertently approved the oid 
request for $20,000, Ibser said 
The department took the

the observatory. Increased enroi- 
Iment generated enough funds to 
cover remaining costs for the observa-

The observatory, a plywood cyl- 
inder, 14 feet in diameter will have 
an outer layer of embossed alumi- 
num after the structure is weather- 
proofed.

Also, important is avoiding negative state- 
ments. Robinson recalled a 1981 campaign inci- 
dent when members of the opposition ticket told 

an audience that tuition was inevitable and no- 
thing could be done about it 
Bad move even if there's nothing you can 
do about it, you don't tell them that.” 

Robinson recalled that “two or three members 
(of the audience) who happened to be Klein sym- 
pathizers jumped all over them.’

The Mujahedeen has the grea- 
test to lose from these reports, Ali 
said. Should the United States de- 
port any of the students, or should 
any lose their student status and 
be sent back to Iran, they w ould be 
executed for encouraging the over- 
throw of the Iranian government 
The Mujahedeen, however, usu- 
ally provokes the violence asso- 
ciated with the Iranian students, 
i.e. the fiery demonstrations in Los 
Angeles, and the take-over uf the 
U.S. Embassy in iran, Ali reported 
Although the fundamentalists 
look upon the United States as a 
hostile enemy, few are willing to 
give up the pleasures of the west- 
ern world, many marry Americans 
and remain in the United States 
Another alternative for some iran- 
ian students is to continue their 
education for as long as possible, 
maintaining student status. Many 
iranian students pursue bio-medi- 
cal engineering, a concentration 
requiring at least three years of 
post-graduate work. One Ameri- 
can student told the Hornet she 
has helped several iranian stu- 
dents write letters to the Dean of 
Admissions, requesting that they 
be allowed to continue as students 
to prevent deportation, 
Discontent with the current iran- 
ian regume is high, and former 
Iranian President Aboihassen Bari 
Sadr in exile in France, predicts 
the fall of the present iranian govern- 
ment within eight month 


“Everyone wants to attack the 
government. How can it survive?” 
Mohammad asks 

“in the beginning, the revoiu- 
tion was good, but then Kgomeini 
became corrupted by power. Now 
it's as bad as it was under the 
Shah,” the student added 

The recent bombing of Iranian 


President Mohammad Ali Rajat 
and his Prime Minister has put the 


entire country in mourning, and 
communication has ceased. it has 
also decreased the likelihood that 
several iranian students attending 
universities in tne United States, 
including CSUS. will be allowed to 
return from tran. Exit from the
